Jess Doyle, after a gun battle with Special Agents of the 

Federal Bureau of Investigation, at Pittsburg, Kansas on February 7, 

1935, proceeded to Girard, Kansas, where he surrendered to the Sheriff* 

He was later questioned by Special Agents of the Bureau, and under date 
of February 15, 1935, in the Wyandotte County Jail, Kansas City, Kansas, 
submitted a detailed statement furnishing information concerning the 
Fort Scott Bank robbery which occurred on June 17, 1932, the Third 
Northwestern Bank of Minneapolis robbery which occurred on December 16, 

1932, and the Fairbury, Nebraska, Bank robbery which occurred on April 3, 

1933. 

In connection with the Third Northwestern Bank robbery, Doyle 
admitted that the participants were Fred^Barker, "Doc "'“'Barker, William 
O Weaver, Alvin Karpis, Verne^Miller, LarrjPDeVol and himself* He stated 
that he and the Barker brothers and Alvin Karpis were living at either the 
Twin Oaks or Three Oaks apartment in St. Paul, and that they had agreed 
to meet at a garage in Minneapolis shortly before the robbery, and that 
he drove them from the meeting place to the bank in a Lincoln sedan; that 
he was wearing a chauffeur * s cap at the time; that as this group entered 
the bank, he drove the car several hundred feet down the street, and 
shortly thereafter, observed DeVol leave the bank to act as a look-out* 

A few minutes later, the others emerged from the bank, and simultaneously 
a squad car pulled up in front of DeVol. DeVol fired at the police in 
this car with a machine gun, and killed 2 of them* When the gang left 
the bank, Doyle drove the car to where they were and Verne Miller re- 
placed him in the driver's seat, and immediately drove away. As they 
were making their getaway, the police succeeded in puncturing 2 of the 
tires, and thereafter the gang was forced to abandon the car in a 
park in St. Paul* 

Doyle, in his statement, mentions the fact that Harry Hull was 
living with DeVol at the time, and after DeVol* s arrest, notified the 
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Memo for the Director

other members of the gang, who, with the exception of Verne Miller, im- f 
mediately left St. Paul, and drove to Reno, Nevada. Incidentally, Hull \ 
has previously furnished Special Agents of the Bureau with information 
that an innocent party is presently serving a life sentence in the 
Minnesota State Penitentiary at Stillwater, charged as a participant in 
this robbery. 

Doyle *s statement also describes the Fairbury, Nebraska, Bank 
robbery in which he, the Barker brother, Karpis, Volney Davis, Eari^ Chris tman 
Frank Nash, and Eddie Green participated. 

Doyle states that at the time of the Bremer kidnaping, he was in 
Commerce, Oklahoma, with Doris 0* Conner, Eddie Green and Bessie Green, 
where he read of the kidnaping in the newspapers. He furnishes additional 
information which indicates that the Barker-Karpis gang committed the 
kidnaping. Bessie^Green, when interviewed in St. Paul during April, 

1934, advised that at the time of the Bremer kidnaping, she was in Wichita, 
Kansas, where she read of it in the newspapers. 

Doyle also furnished information concerning the Fort Scott Bank 
robbery which oc cured on the day that he was released from the Kansas State 
Penitentiary, June 17, 1932, but states that he did not participate in 
this robbery himself.

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Mike Caffarello stated that Joe Jacobson informed him that he does not 
own an aeroplane and that he borrowed plane No. NC- 14072 from a student. 

It was the opinion of Mike Caffarello that in order to obtain permission 
to borrow the aeroplane described above, Joe Jacobson probably informed 
the owner of the plane with reference to his destination and may have 

i * 4 “ 'dicated that he was transporting a Federal prisoner for the Department 
Justice. Mike Caffarello further suggested that possibly the Exhibitors 
1m Delivery and Service, Inc. may have connections with a news service 
newspaper in Kansas City, Missouri, and that this newspaper or news 
rvice contacted its correspondent, which may have been the Chicago 
ibune in Chicago, Illinois, and advised the Chicago ‘fribune that a 
ane containing a Federal prisoner had departed from Kansas City for 
icago, Illinois. 

Mike Caffarello stated that Joe Jacobson did not have either 
a sending or a receiving set in his plane and consequently he could not 
have sent any radio message to Chicago after having departed from Kansas 
City. Mike Caffarello advised that he was not aware of the fact that a 
plane containing a Federal prisoner had departed from Kansas City to 
Chicago until representatives of the Chicago !K*ibune appeared in his 
hangar on the afternoon of Fabruary 6, 1935, and made inquiries con- 
cerning same. In the opinion of Mr. Caffarello, the source of the 
information of the Chicago Tribune undoubtedly was Kansas City, Missouri. 

It is suggested that the Kansas City office determine 
whether the Exhibitors Film Delivery and Service, Inc. may have con- 
nections with a newspaper which in turn provided the information in 
question to the Chicago Tribune. 

Ben Grabiner, Assistant to the Manager of the Municipal 
AJLrp°rt, Chicago, Illinois, when interviewed by agent Peterson, made 
an examination of all available records for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether a report had been received that an aeroplane had departed 
frcm Kansas City, Missouri on February 6, 1935, en route to Chicago, 
Illinois. The records of the Municipal Airport failed to disclose 
any information concerning this matter. Ben Grabiner stated that 
although it is a rule of the Municipal Airport that whenever a plane 
owned by a private individual or concern departs from the airport, 
that said departure shall be registered with the officials of the air- 
port, this procedure Is very seldom followed. The requirement of the 
airport that the departure of aeroplanes be recorded was made solely 
for the benefit of the pilots and air service companies, and in the 
event they fail to record the departures as required, no attempt is 
made to force them to follow the desired procedure. Mr. Grabiner 
further advised that there are always numerous individuals who freqent 


the various airports and that it is quite difficult for an aeroplane , 
to depart from the airport without someone obtaining information con- 
cerning the identity of the occupants of the plane or the destination 
of same. Mr. Grabiner advised that when a plane owned by a private 
company departs from the airport for another destination, no message 
of any kind is sent to the point of destination unless it is expected 
that someone will attempt to contact a certain party at the point of 
destination, in which event the operator of the private company usually 
forwards a telegram to the airport, advising of the fact that a plane 
containing a certain individual has departed for the airport and that 
he can be contacted there at an approximate time. As previously stated, 
it is very unusual for radio messages to be sent when a privately owned 
plane is departing from an airport for another place. Mr. Grabiner 
suggested, however, that inquiry be made through the United States De- 
partment of Commerce, inasmuch as it is possible that a PX message may 
have been sent at the time of the departure of the plane at Kansas City 
on February 6, 1935. 

George W. Vest, Supervising Aeronautical Inspector, United 
States Department of Commerce, 6200 South Cicero Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, was also interviewed by agent Peterson. Mr. Vest stated that 
with reference to regular air transport lines, each company transmits 
radio messages concerning the departures and arrivals of planes. With 
reference to privately owned companies, however, Mr. Vest stated that 
messages concerning the departures of planes are not transmitted. 

For the benefit of privately owned air craft, the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce has adopted a policy whereby if the pilot specifically 
requests that a PX be sent, a PX message reporting the departure of the 
plane, together with its number and destination, will be sent. 

At .the request of agent Peterson Mr. George W. Vest contacted 
Mr. Carl McCluer, Acting Manager, Third Airways District, Air Navigation 
Division, United States Department of Commerce, Chicago, Illinois. After 
a search of all available records Mr. McCluer advised that a PX was not 
sent from Kansas City on February 6, 1935, with reference to plane 
No. NC- 14072. 


Mr. Vest also made reference to the fact that numerous 
individuals frequent the various airports and said individuals often- 
times have connections with the newspapers which allow the newspapers 
to secure information concerning the departures and arrivals of planes. 
In addition thereto at the Chicago Municipal Airport there is located i 
in the United Air Lines hangar the office of the Metropolitan News Reel. 
Representatives of this company are at the air port at all times in 
order to obtain photographs of news value. In regard to the leak of 






information which apparently occurred on February 6, 1935, relative 
to the departure of plane No. NC- 14072 from Kansas City, Missouri, in 
which there was being transported Federal prisoner Volney Davis, Mr. 
Vest expressed the opinion that undoubtedly the Bource of same was 
Kansas City. 


R. E. Pfennig, Assistant General Superintendent, United 
Air Lines, Chicago, Illinois, upon interview by agent Peterson, stated 
that it is a very difficult matter to depart from a municipal airport 
on a secret mission without information leaking out concerning the 
departure of the plane and its destination. In regard to planes operated 
by air lines, Mr. Pfennig stated that each company transmits its own 
messages with regard to the planes which are departing and arriving at 
the airport. The message merely provides the trip number, plane number, 
the Tiamft of the pilot, the name of the crew, the number of passengers, 
the time of departure from a particular airport, and the destination. 

The names of the passengers are not contained in the radio message unless 
it is desired that a particular passenger be furnished with transporta- 
tion on another plane at a particular point. In the event a section of 
the plane is rented for a secret purpose, the message merely reports a 
certain number of passengers and a special section. Mr. pfennig ex- 
pressed the opinion that there is a considerable problem involved in 
departing on a regular air line on a secret mission without informa- 
tion being divulged in some manner. He stated that there is less 
chance of a leak of information if a plane is chartered from a privately 
owned company. Numerous individuals who hang around the airport have 
connections with newspapers, according to Mr. Pfennig. If they observe 
a plane departing under unusual circumstances, it is comparatively easy 
for them to obtain a certain amount of information which will enable 
the newspaper to arrive at a conclusion as to the identity of the 
passengers and the destination of the plane. This is true, according 
to Mr. Pfennig, even though the plane is loaded at the hangar. It was 
suggested by Mr. Pfennig that even though a plane is chartered from a 
privately owned company, in most instances it would be possible to 
load the plane at a" small air port located near the city from which 
the departure is to take place. He also suggested that instead of 
landing at the city of destination, the plane might be landed in an 
airport near the city of destination. 

It is noted in the letter of Special Agent in Charge R. B» 
Nathan, Kansas City, Missouri, February 8, 1935, addressed to the 
Director, that the first individual contacted in Kansas City on February 6, 
1935, relative to the hiring of a plane was Mr. Tex LaGrone. Mr. Pfennig 
advised agent Peterson that he was connected with the air service in

Kansas City for a period of approximately five years, and that he is 
sell acquainted sith Tbx LaGrone. He stated that Tex LaGrone has 
close connections sith the nesspapers in Kansas City, Missouri. 

J. H. Thelig and J. Robert Merrill, Traffic Department, 
American Air Lines, Inc., 312 South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
sere also interviesed by agent Peterson^ The ideas expressed by Mr. 
Thelig and Mr. Merrill coincided sith those expressed by Mr. Pfennig 
of the United Air Lines. It sas suggested that in the event it is 
desired to charter a plane from an air transport company, the Department 
of Justice should conduct all negotiations sith the president of that 
particular company, or in his absence sith the man acting for him. A 
head official of the company sas stated to be in a better position to 
make arrangements shereby the air trip might be made in absolute secrecy. 

All individuals interviesed in this matter expressed the 
opinion that the leak of information in the instant matter undoubtedly 
had its source at Kansas City, Missouri. Privately owned planes are 
seldom equipped sith tso-say radios, and as previously stated, the 
departures of ships owned by private companies or private individuals 
from an airport are very infrequently reported by air message.

Reference is made to telephone conversation with Mr. Tamm on Ifiarch 
30, 1935, and my teletype referring to this situation, and also letter of. 
the Jacksonville office dated March 2 8,.. J.035,.. .referring to Attorney BART 
A.fclLEY, M iami, Florida, wherein it was indicated that Riley might sake 
"reference to the fact that the Agents working on the possible apprehen- 
sion of Kate and Fred Barker, had attended a picture show on the night 
of January 15, 1935, which was also attended by Kate and Fred Barker; 
that the Agents knew they were there and had made no to apprehend 

them, and also that the Agents had' been guests at th^7 El jComodoro Hotel 
in Miami while members of the gang^ were there during ^October and November 
1934, and that these Agents had made no effort to apprehend them* 

By reference to the file, and particularly report of Special 
Agent in Charge Hanson of February 20, 1935, and interview with -Special 
Agent 0.G. Campbell, who was in Chicago at that time, it was ascertained 
as reflected in my teletype of Itorcit 31, that Mr* Cowley, together with 
Special Agents Hollis, Hurt and Campbell left Chicago November 17, 1934, 
and arrived at Miami, Florida at 3 A.M* November 18, 1934. It Is also 
indicated by the file that Special Agent in Charge Hanson and Agents L* 
J.Metcalf and P*C*Dunne of the Birmingham office had arrived at Miami at 
2.45 P*M. on November 17, 1934, together with Special Agents R. E.Peter^on, 
M. C. Falkner and H.C.Douglas of the Nashville offic^, LaAlfic Almafi 
also arriving at the same tin®*-- 
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the first night at Miami, Special Agents Hurt and Campbell 
registered at the Columbus Hotel, which would be the day of November 18 f 
1954, and on November 18, 1934, upon instructions of Mr* Cowley, Special 
Agents H. C* Douglas in Room 917 and M* C. Falkner in room 1001, register- 
ed at the El Comodoro Hotel, in order to check the possible activities 
of DUE3>RANDALL and his room mateyCODOMO, inasmuch as Randall had been 
seen ii/ possession of the Ford coupe which had been used by Karpis in 
his escape from Cleveland Ohio in September, 1934. On Novanber 19, 1934, 
Agents Douglas and Falkner checked out of the El Comodoro Hotel, and 
agents Hurt and Campbell checked into the hotel for this seme purpose, 
having a room on the eleventh floor* During the time Agents Campbell and 
Hurt were registered at that hotel, they contacted L. E. GRAY, Clerk, and 
interviewed him as to Randall and Codomo, and both Campbell and Hurt 
indicate that they did not exhibit pictures to Gray at this time, nor 
did they question him or advise him as to the fugitive status of Alvin 
Earpis, their activities having been concentrated on checking the move- 
ments of Duke Randall, particularly in view of the fact that he was the 
party who was apparently in possession of the automobile in question. 

On November 21, 1934, Mr .Cowley proceeded to Washington, and 
Special Agent Hollis returned to Chicago, Illinois, and epparently the 
Agents of the Nashville and Birmingham offices returned to their res- 
pective headquarters* On this seme day - November 21st, Agents Hurt and 
Campbell checked out of the El Comodoro Hotel and moved to the LaSalle 
Hotel, 844 Collins Street, Miami, Beach, Florida, where they remained 
until about one week previous to December 6, 1934, when they moved to 
238 Northeast 36th Street, Miami. These Agents during the period up 
to December 6, were engaged in visiting various roadhouses and contacting 
various alleged informants or underworld characters who were supposedly 
known to Agent Hurt, and very little check if any was made further as 
to the El Comodoro Hotel or the movements of Duke Randall. On December 
6th, these Agents on instructions of Mr. Tamm of the Bureau discontinued 
further investigation and proceeded to San Francisco, California, where 
they were to assist in the efforts being made there to apprehend John 
Paul Chase. According to Special Agent C. G. Campbell these were the 
only Agents as above noted who were checked in at the El Comodoro Hotel 
during the period in question. Special Agent Roger Main of the Jackson- 
ville office was at the time resident agent at Miami, and was at Miami 
at the time of the arrival of the above indicated Agents in November 
and he continued on to work at Miami subsequent to the departure of all 
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the Agentswith the exception of Agents Campbell and Hurt, and I do not 
know just what his. activity was in connection with this case if any 
after the arrival of the other agents, except to advise them of the 
setup* 

On January 16, 1935, upon arrival of Special Agent s R.D. Brown, 
S. K. McKee, C. G. Campbell and R. L. Jones at Miami, Agents McKee 
and Campbell checked into the El Comodoro Hotel and were there up 
until Sunday morning, January 20, 1935, when they proceeded to Havana, 
Cuba for a check there* 


As taken from the report of Special Agent in Charge Hanson 
of February 20, 1935, it is indicated that G. L.°Summers and T. C. 

£ Blackburn registered into the El Comodoro Hotel, Room 811, September 
29, 1934 to October 6, 1934, and on such latter date they transferred 
to Room 1005* Thereafter they checked out of this hotel on November 7, 
19 34, and it is indicated by the records that they had a guest in their 
room from October 20 to October 21, 1934. This was undoubtedly Campbell

On the following morning at 4.10 A.M. as previously 
arranged and planned the other Agents who participated in this raid and 
who had remained in Jacksonville, met me on Nig^ay 41 north of Ocala 




and we thereafter proceeded to Oklawaha, arriving at approximately 5*30 
A.M. for our subsequent activity there. None of the Agents at Ocala 
on the night of Xanuary 15. 1935. attended any picture show, and no on e 
was on the street any more than was necessary, in order to avoid any 
possibility of any suspicion being directed as toward our activities. 

lh.e contentions of Mr. Riley are wholly unfounded and untrue, 
and I believe he bases his ideas upon a newspaper article which appear- 
ed in one of the papers about Xanuary 16. 1935. or Xanuaiy 17. 1935, 
indicating a somewhat similar story, to the effect that the Agents had 
followed Kate and Fred Barker to a picture show on the night of Xanuary 
15th, and thereafter followed them to their horns. As will be noted the 
entire investigation was carried out with the idea in mind of possibly 
apprehending Campbell and tynona Burdett should they make their expected 
return to Lake Weir on the night of Xanuary 15,1935, which they failed 
to do.

I telephoned Mr. Guinane with reference to the inf ormation l M^nw"" 
in his telegram of even date advising that the above subject was seen 
heading out of Reno, Nevada toward the California line, and inquired of Mr. 
Guinane just what steps had been taken to cover this lead. 

Mr. Guinane steted that the information had come from the Chief 
of Police Kirkley at Reno; that the latter had advised that the Sheriff 
from whom the information had been obtained was quite certain that the 
individual was Davis, in that the Sheriff had known Davis when he was in 
Reno before; that a teletype had been sent out which reaches all of Nevada, 
all of California and part of Oregon as soon as this information had been 
received and in addition he, Mr. Guinane, had wired Mr. Dowd at Salt Lake 
City and instructed him to have Mr. McLaughlin at Reno check up on the 
information there to see how reliable.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 
Re: Bremer Case. 



Mr. Coulter at the St. Paul Office telephoned and adv ised that{ 
is in receipt of Bureau letter of March 30, 1935 regarding the'tranSiiilltfll of 
certain information regarding Jess/ Doyle to the county attorney at Minneapolis, 
Minnesota (Hennepin County). In -this connection, one of the Agents of the St. 
Paul Office has contacted the United States Attorney, upon whose^decision the . 
information should or should not be transmitted to the county attorney, and I 
the United States Attorney is of the opinion that this information should be I 
transmitted to the county attorney. 

Mr. Coulter said that about 1:00 P.M., he received a call from Mr. 
Nathan of the Kansas City Office, who advised that he had received a wire from 
the county attorney of Hennepin County asking for a copy of the signed state- 
ment submitted by Jess Doyle, since they were under the impression that Doyle 
had made a statement exonerating ope /Hankins from any connection with the 
Third Northwest National Bank itfiiinneapolis. 

United States Attorney Sullivan advised that before the Government 
would make any move to turn Doyle over to the county attorney, the complaint in 
Oklahoma against Doyle would have to be withdrawn. I asked what complaint is 
he talking about. Mr. Coulter stated that the St. Paul Office is in receipt of 
a letter from the Oklahoma City Office dated March 28, 1935 in which it is 
stated that a cpa^laint had been issued against Doyle for robbery of the ~0kemah 
National Bankyiokemah, Oklahoma since he was positively identified as having' 
participated i$ that robbery. TThile the United States Attorney in the Okemah 
district in Oklahoma is desirous of having Doyle down there, the United States 
Attorney at St. Paul wants to dispose of all the cases in the St. Paul district 
before Doyle is taken back to Oklahoma for the reason that it appears that it 

would be impossible to get Doyle back again. - — ^ ^ ^

I asked where the signed statement of Doyie^is.-' Mr. ■Coulter said 
that it is contained in the files of the St. Paul Office.* T7ith reference to, the 
Third Northwest National Bank, the statement contains a^of the details r pf j 
the robbery. I asked what the attitude of the Ignited States Attorney Is toward 
turning this statement over to the county attorney! 'MrV Cofli t er said that the 
Uni ted States Attorney feels that this statement should be turned over: to t^ e 
county attorney. * i .> f 
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I said that this is a matter which will be put up to the Director 
to see whether or not he wants to turn this statement over to the county 
attorney. 


I asked what other information is contained in this statement. Mr. 
Coulter stated that the statement contains information about three entirely 
different bank robberies. Mr. Coulter said that the name of the county attor- 
ney is Ed Goff, and Mr. Goff will probably call Mr. Coulter about this matter 
in the very near future. I told Mr. Coulter that if Mr. Goff calls to tell 
him that the matter had been referred to the officials at Washington for proper 
consideration. 


Mr. Coulter said that while the United States Attorney does not 
believe that the investigative report should be turned over to Mr. Goff, he 
does believe that information pertinent to his case should be furnished to 
him for the purpose of intelligent prosecution. 

I told Mr. Coulter that the matter of turning the signed state- 
ment of Doyle over to the county attorney would be taken up with the Director; 
that if the Director and the Department approve, this action, we will then take 
up with the United States Attorney in Oklahoma the matter of withdrawing the 
complaint in that district against Doyle in regard to the robbery of the Okemah 
National Bank at Okemah, Oklahoma. Mr. Coulter said that we might be able to 
get Doyle to give in a separate statement the information pertinent to the case 
of the county attorney, and this statement, then, would be admissible in evidence. 


I Mr. Coulter further advised that the attorneys are making efforts 
lurray out of jail, and if they do not succeed in getting her out on 
uuc ui this money, it is probable that the United States Attorney will move 
for dismissal of the indictment against her. It was suggested that detainers 
might be filed against her release. I stated that we have the basis for some 
harboring charges down in Kansas. Mr. Coulter stated that he would call the 
Kansas City Office about this today.

Through several calls which were made upon her it was 
apparent she night possibly be used to advantage as an informant 
to sore extent, although she stated there is only one thing that 
she could be relied upon to do and that la to furnish information 
as to the location of Volney Pavia. She appears to feel offended 
at Davis because of her apparent belief that Preston Paden, son of 
a.. 1 . Bhrmt 19 vears of aee, may be traveling with 
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Davis and that Davis may lead him into major crime. It is also 
to he noted that Jess Doyle was picked up immediately after the 
capture of Volney Davis, and it is quite reasonable to assume that 
this woman suspects Volney Davis of having furnished information 
as to the identity of Jess Doyle, which, as a matter of fact, is 
true. 


On April 2, 1935, in an interview with Doris Connell by 
Agent Trainor, she informed him that JrLeo", whose last name has not 
been known to this office definitely, end who is known to be a 
friend of Volney Davis, Edna Mirray and Jess Doyle, and residing 
at 4915 Troost, Kansas City, Missouri, as. of February 6, 1935, is 
identical with 77a It e A Holland alias Irishjf O’Malley, Identification 
Order number 1200. She referred to the party as "Irish O’Malley", 

She also stated that LloydADoyle end Vivian/Chase have been resid- 
ing with O’Malley, although O’Malley has some other woman residing 
as his wife with him* She intimated that these two women and these 
two men were living at 4915 Troost, which seems to check with the 
information available since there were two women living there. 

She also stated that Volney Davis and Jess Doyle secured the stolen 
Travelers* checks which came from the Okemah bank robbery from this 
group of individuals, and she expressed doubt that Volney Davis was 
in the Okemah bank -robbery, and positively stated she knows Jess Doyle 
was not. She stated that she is quite sure that O’Malley, Doyle 
and Vivian Chase are now in Kansas City, and that Volney Davis is, 
in her opinion, with them, and that immediately when she is released 
from jail she intends to make personal contact with them and will 
notify Agent Trainor as to their location, 

Doris Connell is represented by Attorney Latshaw, of Kansas 
City. She stated that he has arranged it so that she will be able to 
furnish bond in the felonious assault charge growing out of her attack 
on Frances Taylor at Kansas City on February 5th. The attorney is 
el so to have her case called before the United States Commissioner 
within the next few days now that the State case has been attended to, 
and she informed she is in a position to furnish bond in the Federal 
case , 


She stated that she would furnish the desired information 
on condition that it be treated as absolutely confidential at all 
times end that she will not deal with more than one Agent. She was 
furnished by Acent Trainor with his telephone number, and also with the 
names of Special Agent in Charge R. B* Nathan and Special Agent Harold 
E. Andersen, whom she can reach in the event Agent Trainor is not 
available, and she promised to do this with the understanding that 
her name would never be known. No favors of any kind have been given 
to Doris Connell. However, she is under the impression that in the 
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event she is able to have her bond lowered and be released on bond 
it will be through the efforts of the Bureau* 

This information is being transmitted to the Bureau in 
order that same may be on record, and the matter will be closely 
followed with the hope of securing information as to the location 
of the Fugitives mentioned herein.

Myrtle Eaton originally came from Des Moines, Iowa where 
she has relatives, and her maiden name was Myrtle Hubbard. 
Viillian Weaver, as J. A. Orhood, purchased new Chevrolet 
coupe, motor #4135550 at Dos Moines, Iowa, March 23, 1&34-; 
this car has never been located. Myrtle Eaton reported to 
have separated from Weaver and returned to Des Moines, 
Iowa. Effort being made to locate her.

DETAILS: 

This report is a review of all reports on file in the Omaha 
office on the above cautioned matter. The renort is confined solely to the 
activities of Harry Sawyer, who originally came from Lincoln, Nebraska, and 
Myrtle Eaton, who originally came from Des Moines, Iowa. There is set forth 
some information relative to Bill Weaver, who originally came from near 
Mammoth Springs, Arkansas, and where he still has relatives residing, as 
Weaver for sometime past has been the companion of Myrtle Eaton. 

In so far as possible, information concerning these particular 
subjects is set out in chronological order from the tine of their birth to the 
present time.

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HARRY SAVYER'S correct name is Harry Sandlovich and so far aB 
has been ascertained, he was bom in the year 1890 in Russia of Jewish parentage. 
The date of his parents immigration to this country is unknown; however,^ the 
family bas lived for a great many years at Lincoln, Nebraska. Subject Sawyer s 
father, David Sandlovich, died March 27, 1927, and his mother, Gertrude Sandlo- 
vich, died May 5, 1934, both at Lincoln, Nebraska where they are buried. The 
brothers and sisters of Sawyer are as follows:

The early history of Harry Savjyor is lacking, but records at 
Lincoln, Nebraska reveal that he was in trouble with the law some 20 years ago 
vhen he was first arrested on Decombo.r IE, 1914 Tilth one Thcoas Carr and charged 
Tilth breaking and entering the office of the Standard Oil Company at Lincoln, 
Nebraska and attempting to rob the safe thereof Tilth the aid of cxplos ves. , 
December 23, 1914 he entered a plea of guilty, and the Court ordered him released 
on parole to the probation officer at Lincoln, nebraska for a period of three 

years. 

It is further noted, that on March 27, 1918 Lawyer stole a car at 
Lincoln. Nebraska and disappeared. lie vies subsequently arrested at St. Paul, 
Minnesota, and on September 11, 1918 was fined 3100.00 for attempted grand larceny. 
Records at Lincoln, Nebraska disclosed that on February 11, 1920 chargee were 
against Harry Sawyer for the theft of the automobile on March 27, 1918, th^t he _ 
was released on bond but failed to appear in court on April 16, 1920, and his bond 
was thereupon forfeited. 

On December 31, 1919. the Farmers & Merchants Bank at Benson, 
Nebraska, now a part of Omaha, was robbed of *1£C, 000.00, and Harry Sawyer was 
identified as one of the parties raking this holdup. He nos arrested or Januay 
2 1920 and an information filed against him at Omaha on January vO, 19< 0 . ills 

tio companions in this robbery -ere one John Finn, and his brother -ako Finn ..ho 
wore subsequently arrested at St. Paul, Minnesota, out the Chief of Iolice of t a 







city refused to release the two men to the Nebraska authorities. 

Sawyer was then turned over to the authorities at Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka where he was charged with jumping bond. However, he advised that his 
failure to appear in court was due to the fact that his attorney had fai e ° a * 
vise him. A new bond was thereupon filed by his parents, and Sawyer was released. 
The other theft charges were finally dismissed at Lincoln, Nebraska on December 
31 , 1925, and the bank robbery charges at Omaha, Nebraska were finally dismissed 
on* May 10, 1921 because of insufficient evidence. 

Very little arrears to be known concerning subject Sawyer’s wife, 
Gladys Sawyer. According to her own statement, she married Earry Sawyer at Lin- 
coln, Nebraska eleven years ago (1923). No definite information is available 
as to her maiden name, niece of birth and the location of her parents. According 
to Bessie Green, Mrs. Sawyer’s full name is Gladys Rita Bundy ,iason Sawyer, and 
she has a half-sister by the name of Bundy who is thought to live in ot. *aui. 

The brothers of Harry Sawyer are unable to give any detailed information regard- 
ing Mrs. Sawyer. A friend of the family was of the opinion that she came from 
Murdock, Nebraska, which is 25 miles northeast of Lincoln. Dr. Henry hal1 °* 

St. Paul advises that her father is believed to be W. A. Bundy of Sidney, Nebraska. 

Following his trouble in Nebraska, Sawyer appears to have moved to 
St. Paul, Minnesota v.huro he became associated with Danny Hogan, underworld boss 
of that city. Hogan was later killed about 1927 when a bomb was attached to the 
starter of his automobile, and Sawyer subsequently assumed his position in that 

city. 

During Sawyer’s residence in St. Paul, Minnesota, he operated 
saloons at 545, 543 and 541 Wabasha Avenue. The buildings located at these ad- 
dresses are said to be owned by the Schmidt Brewry Company, which concern is owned 
by the Bremer family. The Sawyers are said to have owned the property at 1878 
Jefferson Avenue, St. Paul, where they resided and to have later purchased a 40- 
acre farm on tho outskirts of St. Paul at Dayton Bluffs Station, located on the 
Hodgson Hoad. The Sawyers have no children of their own, but for over a year 
they have had living with them a little girl known as Francine, whom they ob- 
tained from a friend of theirs by the name of Saugman, with the intention of 

adopting her. 

Upon tho release of Ld*”ard Bremer by his abductors on February 8, 
1934, Harry Sawyer remained in St. Paul for approximately two months. Mrs. 

Sanyer, in hor signed statement, admitted that Harry Sanyer had revealed to her 
that he was the "finger nan” in the Brener kidnaping case and then he heard that 
the Department of Justice was lookinc for him ho immediately left town. Reports 




0 
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indicate that all of the subjects in this case as well as all the members of the 
Dillinger gang frequented Sawyer’s shloon in St. Paul. 

Sawyer and his wife left St. Paul shortly after April 1, 1934, in 
their Plymouth coupe and drove to Fremont, Nebraska. Here, this car was traded 
for a Plymouth coach which was brought to Fremont, Nebraska by subject Sawyer s 
brother, Bay Sandlovich, who operates the Nebraska Auto Exchange at Lincoln, 
Nebraska. This car was later registered in the name of Frank James in the State 
of Nebraska. The traded in coupe was registered in the sane name in the ^tate 
of ?Unnesota. From Nebraska, the Sawyers went to Las Vegas, Nevada and stopped 
at the Boulder Hotel and then at various tourist camps. About the middle of 
May, 1934, Mrs. Sawyer returned to St. Paul by train to see her doctor, r. a ry 
Hall, then residing at 1878 Jefferson Street, which was the property owned by 
the Sawyers. Mrs. Sawyer remained in St. Paul a few days, and upon leaving left 
word that mail should be forwarded to the address of a party near Sioux City, 

Iowa, whom she and her husband had previously stopped with and toade arrangements 
with them to forward any mail to them at Las Vegas, Nevada. This arrangement was 
apparently made on their first trip from St. Paul to Las Vegas, Nevada. 

Mrs. Sawyer left St. Paul to return to Las Vegas by way , of Omaha, 
Nebraska and rejoined her husband. Two weeks later, they received a lttter from 
Alvin Karpis through the above mentioned forwarding agent, who from ^°™a**°* 
developed by the St. Paul office, is believed to be Abe Kroloff, 919 Pierce Street, 
Sioux City, Iowa. Kroloff operates the Pullman Grocery Store, and at the same 
address operates the Iowa Vending Machine Company which distributes gambling de- 
vices throughout this section. 

According to information received from a confidential source in 
St Paul the mail intended for the Sawyers is placed in an envelope marked Kita , 
and this’ envelope placed in another envelope addressed to Abe Kroloff. who in turn 
forwards it to the Sawyers. It will be noted that in the signed statement given 
hyT-rs! Sawyer Tt Chicago on September lb, 1934, she gives her full name as Gladys 
Pita Sawyer. Following the receipt of the letter from Alvin Karpis, the Sawyers 
Isid their Plymouth coach at Las Vegas, Nevada and proceeded to voiand , Ohio 
bv train arriving there about Juno 16, 1934 where they registered at tho Cleve 
land Hotel and refined there until June 19,1934. On that aate theywerecon- 
tacted by Alvin Karpis and his girl friend, Dolores Delaney who had looted a 
house for them in the 48 -hundred block on Flamingo Avonuo, Cleveland, Ohio where 

they remained. 

About July 1, 1934, Fred Barker drove Mrs. -Sawyer from Cleveland, 
Ohio to Chicago, Illinois where they contacted Mrs. Kate Barker. Mrs. Sawyer^ 
then proceeded on to St. Paul and was confined in the Midway Hospital 
Julv 7 to July 25. 1934. She returned to Cleveland about August 1, 1934 and went 
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to live at 10515 Parkhurst Drive with her husband. A short time later, she and 
subject Sawyer moved to a house at 4419 W. 171st Street, at which place she was 
living at the time of her arrest on September 5, 1934. Following her arrest, a 
signed statement was secured from Mrs. Sawyer relating some of her connections 
and activities both before and after the Bremer kidnaping. On September 23, 

1934, she was relased by the Chicago Bureau Office and immediately proceeded to 
Cleveland, Ohio with Paula Karmon whore she collected her personal effects left 
in that city at the time of her arrest, and then returned to St. Paul, Minnesota. 

On October 9, 1934, she was reported living with Mrs. Paul Conrad 
at 601 South 9th Street, Minneapolis and at Two Harbors, Minnesota in a cottage. 


According to Mrs. Conrad, on October IS, 1934, she returned with 
Mrs. Sawyer to Minneapolis, and the latter, shortly thereafter, received a tele- 
phone call, and she left in a Chevrolet coach, motor #2029084, serial #21AD76236, 
bearing 1934 Minnesota license B-89155. A check at the Kennedy Chevrolet Company 
in Minneapolis revealed that on October 6, 1934, the above mentioned car had been 
purchased by Mrs. Conrad for cash and registered in her name. /<£✓ lyj 


On November 6, 1934, St. Paul, advised the bureau 

office in that city that efforts were being made by one Smly Gordon to secure an 
affidavit from him that Mrs. Sawyer was not competent to make a statement to the 
Chicago Bureau age nts., during her i ncarceration, due to her recent illness. On 
November 11, 1934, |^||BBiHIIIH^ a l s o of St. Paul, re-sorted that efforts were 
being made to secu^^x^ffidavi^from him to the same effect. 


On December 7, 1934, Mrs. Alice Conrad advised that about the 
first of December, 1934 she was visiting friends in Chicago and while there re- 
ceived a communication from Mrs. Sawyer’s attorney, name unknown, asking her to 
return home. Upon returning to St. Paul, she was visited by another attorney who 
attempted to have her transfer the title of the Chevrolet coach, which -rs. Saw- 
yer had taken away with her, to Mrs. Sawyer, but on advice of Bureau agents she 

declined to do so. 


On January 24, 1935, Mrs. Alice Conrad wrote to the St. Paul 
Bureau Office, advising that she had received a letter from Mrs. Sawyer at Des 
Moines, Iowa, saying that she had left the car at the Walker Garage in Omaha, 
and for Mrs. Conrad to dispose of same. Investigation by the Omaha office re- 
vealed that this Chevrolet coach in question was left at the Walker Garage, 

1313 Harney Street, Omaha, Nebraska on January 3, 1935 by a person answering the 
description of Harry Sawyer. The car bore 1935 Minnesota license 91S-348. The 
car was released by the Walker Garage on January 23, 1935 to one arvin piorpe of 
Lakeview, Iowa, who advised that he had purchased same from Mrs. Alice Conrad 

for $125.00. 
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A recent report of Special Agent J. K. Hanson, Jacksonville, 
Florida, dated 2-20-35, indicates that Harry Sawyer has been in Miami, Florida 
and Havana, Cuba from September 1, 1934 to January 7, 1935; that during the 
time he was in Miami, Florida, he was driving a new 1935 Packard, standard sedan, 
black in color with New Jersey license tags. 


Monty Carty in his statement, advises that Harry Sawyer is also 
known as the "Sealion", and that he and his wife are now with Frank Foster in 
New York City, the latter being the gang’s connection there. 




Information previously obtained by this Agent and ^peoial_Agen t 
ii^Charge Hanni of the Omaha office, from an informant ,| 

HHHF South Dakota elicited the information that Sawyer was very close to Sam 
Seigel, alias Sam "The K^^rj^n^Louie Litky, possibly Louis Buckhalter alias 
"Lepke". The informant was formerly an associate of Verne Miller 
in the liquor business i^T^^^f^an^South Dakota and purchased their liquor 
through Harry Sawyer in St. Paul. It was also learned from this informant that 
Bernard Phillips quarreled with Sawyer, and Phillips then went to New York; 
that Sawyer contacted Seigel and Litky; and Phillips was later killed. 

The following herewith is a recent investigation made at Lincoln, 
Nebraska by Special Agent J. R. Green of the Omaha Bureau office: 


Mrs. M. K. Tripe, assistant, temporarily in charge of State Auto- 
mobile Registration 3uroau, Lincoln, Nebraska, advised that an examination of 
their records failed to disclose registration of 1933 Pontiac Coach, motor 
#935155 for 1933 or 1^34; nor for 840 DeLuxe Packard Club Sedan, motor #189533 
for years 1930 to 1934; that they have no available records yet for 1935; and 
that their office will nlace a stop notice on these two cars, and will immediately 
advise the Omaha Bureau office, if same are later shown as being registered in 
Nebraska. 


On February 23, 1935, Agent conferred with II. C. Conditt, Chief 
of Police, Lincoln, Nebraska, with whom the Omaha office had been quietly work- 
ing on instant matter relating to apprehension of subject Sawyer, since first 
advised his apprehension was desired by the Bureau. The Bureau's Identification 
Order for Sawyer had not yet reached Agent or the lav. enforcement officers at 
Lincoln; however, while in conference with Chief Conditt, a Lincoln represen- 
tative of the Associated Press telephonically communicated with Chief Conditt 
and this Agent that the Associated Press from St. Paul had asked for informa- 
tion concerning relatives of Harry Sawyer or Harry Sandlovich at Lincoln, but 
no information was furnished. The evening papers of February 23rd at Lincoln 
(so Agent was later advised on his return to Lincoln) and the evening edition 
of the World Herald at Omaha, on that date, ran news items concerning subject 
Sawyer, known as Harry Sandlovich, being wanted by the Bureau, and giving names 
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of some of his relatives at Lincoln. Chief Conditt had been unable to secure 
further information concerning subject Sawyer, other than that his brothers at 
Lincoln, Nebraska owned a farm somewhere near Lincoln or Denton, Nebraska (same 
county) and listed in the Lincoln telephone book as Sandlovich Bros. Farm, 

Denton 1711; that he had no reason to believe that Sawyer had been in Lincoln or 
at said farm, but would quietly work on this matter and advise the Omaha office 
should he secure any further information, and would caus^hisapnrehens^n 
should Sawyer appear there. His confidential officer, was 

present at the time of this interview, and he advised he would give this matter 
his earnest attention. 



Confidential informant, ad- 
vised he would^secure the location of the Sandlovich farm and would advise this 
Agent on his return to Lincoln, which he later found to be located three or four 
miles south of Emarala, Nebraska, and approximately two and a half miles north 
of Denton, which would make the farm about eleven or twelve miles southwest of 
Lincoln. When later contacted by A gent, but afte r interview v.ith John and Albert 
Sandlovich as hereinafter recorded^^jHlHi^K^ stated that they had a hired 
man on aforesaid farm by the name of Page, who is red headed, and this farm is 
frequently used by various members of the Sandlovich family for giving w steak-fry 
parties"; that confidential inquiry of friends and relatives of the family dis- 
closed no information as to Harry Sawyer’s present whereabouts or his being in 
communication with his relatives at Lincoln, he well knowing Sawyer and his 
brothers. He further stated that from a close friend of Harry Sawyer’s by the 
name of Pearlman, who is a travelling optician out of St. Paul or Minnaapoli 
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at relatives of 

farr^Sawye r ’T"wTf e are said to reside at Murdock, Nebraska, which is approximate- 
ly twenty-five miles northeast of Lincoln on the Hock Island Railroad; that this 


Pearlman has a brother wha he claims i^^^Deouty Sheriff at St. Paul, Minnesota, 
but might be Minneapolis, and if so, believes would furnish Sawyer 

with information coming to that offic^^^o^^Hic Bureau; that Ray and Sam Sandlovich 
besides operating the Nebraska Auto Exchange at 1724 0 Street, Lincoln, operate 
what is known as the McBride Sales Barn on Highway at College View, which is a 
suburb of Lincoln. 


On February 27th and again on T larch 1st, Agent interviewed Albert 
S. Sandlovich and John L. Sandlovich, each personally known to this Agent, at the 
Standard Meat Market, operated by them at 1535 0 Street, Lincoln, Nebraska. Each 
advised that they had no sympathy with their brother Harry (subject SAWYER) in his 
criminal operations and present predicament, they no longer recognizing him as 
their brother, and his conduct had caused their family much grief; that they de- 
sired the apprehension of subject Sawyer, as it would be much better for him as 
well as their family if he was in Federal custody, and would do everything in 
their power to assist in locating him, and requested Agent to assure the Bureau 
of their earnest co-operation and assistance in every way possible in instant 
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matters; that ^their brothers, Ray and Sam, who operate the Nebraska Auto Exchange 
at 1724 0 Street, and the other members of their family would likewise assist. 
Agent called their attention to it being a Federal Criminal Violation, subject 
to penitentiary sentence to harbor or assist a fugitive, such as Subject Sawyer 
now was, which they stated they and the other members of the family so knew. 

Albert Sandlovich, who is the eldest of the family, is a business 
marl of splendid reputation, is a Shriner, and considered one of the higher type 
of the Jewish race at Lincoln, stated that he cut Harry Sawyer off as a brother 
when he first started his criminal activities in 1917, and when arrested later 
for automobile theft about 1920, he refused to sign his bonds, though same were 
later signed by his father and mother; that he had not seen Harry in recent 
years nor had he been in Lincoln to his knowledge; that there had been no communi 
cation in the past few years between the family at Lincoln and Harry Sawyer at 
St. Paul or the latter’s wife, executing that on Mother’s Day, Harry had always 
sent his mother a large boquet of flowers from St. Paul, and no one of their 
family had heard from him since Mother’s Day of 1933, when the last flowers were 
sent by him to their mother; that their father, David Sandlovich died .larch 27, 
1927, and their mother died at Lincoln, Nebraska, May 5, 1934. When questioned 
relative to whether Harry was at their mother’s funeral, each stated that he was 
not; that on account of having no recent word from him, they did not know where 
to reach him, and none of their family had any word from Harry Sawyer or his 
wife, at that time nor later, and that they did not come to Lincoln at that time. 


John Sandlovich informed that he had not seen his brother Harry 
since he got into trouble in connection with the robbery of the Benson Bank at 
Omaha in 1920, until about three years since, when passing through St. Paul, 
he went to the place he was then operating, talked with him for probably an 
hour, and he had not seen nor heard from him since, and that he had lost all 
love for him since his first trouble at Lincoln. 

When questioned as to thoir relatives and their addresses, the 
brothers of Harry Sawyer jointly furnished the following information: 

An Uncle , a brother of their father, now 80 years of age and retired, 
who shortened the name to Sandlo, and known as Benjamin Sandlo , resides 
at ?!ilwaukee, Wisconsin, and has a son there, named Morey Sandlo in the 
automobile business under his own name; 

Cousins on their father's side, by name of Morris and Charles Giesenfield , 
Attorneys, also residing at Milwaukee; 

An Aunt , Mrs, Sarah Poska , who is their mother’s sister and resides at 
Lincoln, Nebraska; another Aunt , Mrs. P. Pol sky , mother of Lou Polsky, 
residing at Lincoln, this aunt being the midc> T/ of P. Polsky, now deceased, 
and who was a brother of their mother, Mrs. Gertrude Polsky Sandlovich. 
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They further stated that they had no other relatives, nor any known friends 
elsewhere that Harry Sawyer might contact, unless it was 11. R. Cohen, brother 
of Jack Cohen, a Lincoln attorney and friend of Sawyer’s, whose address they 
later secured and furnished Agent, which is as follows: M. R. Cohen, 2832 E 
Street, San Diego, California. It should be noted, this was the party, or 
rather the name used, by a man and woman at the Harry Sawyer farm near St. Paul, 
when it was raided last summer by Bureau Agents. 

V/hen questioned relative to connections of Harry Sawyer’s wife, 
and her maiden name, Albert Sandlovich stated that Harry Sawyer married some girl 
outside of Lincoln, after he left Lincoln, and sometime after he was in tho bank 
jam at Omaha in 1920, and that they had had no relations with Harry’s wife, he 
having only seen her once, v;hen she came to Lincoln, years since, and wanted him 
to sign Harry’s bond in connection with his automobile trouble at Lincoln, in 
its latter stages, neither could he- or John remember her maiden name; that he 
understood Harry’s Y;ifo, had a married sister residing at St. Paul, Minnesota, 
but do not have her name or address; that he understood her parents were dead, 
that she had had a grand-mother whom he believed once lived between Omaha and 
Lincoln, but believed she T.as now deceased, and did not know what other relatives 
she had. John Sandlovich said he was quite certain that Harry married his wife, 
either at Omaha, Nebraska or Council Bluffs, Iowa. 

On Agent’s last interview, thoy each stated that they had been 
greatly grieved by the no? spa per publicity given to this matter, or rather their 
relationship to Sawyer, and Agent assured them this did not come from the Bureau; 
also, they did not see the reason why thoir names wore published as brothers of 
subject Sawyer on the Buroau’s Identification Order, which had since prior inter- 
view come to their attention, as they no longer considered him as a brother. 

Agent advised them that they were not singled out in this particular instance, 
but that it was always the practice on such Identification Orders to list the 
known relatives of the Subject of such Identification Order. 

A prior search of the marriage records of Lancaster County, in 
the County Judge’s office, Lincoln, Nebraska, for the past twenty years failed to 
disclose the marriage of subject Sawyer under the name of Sandlovich, Sawyer or 
Porche. A similar search of the records since 1913 at the office of the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics for the entire State of Nebraska disclosed no marriage record 
which could be that of subject Sawyer. 

In the absence of Claude Hansel, Sheriff of Lancaster County, 
Lincoln, Nebraska, his Deputies, E. C. Ward; C. A. Kughart; Henry Craig and Van- 
cel Greer, were interviewed. Each were familiar with Sawyer’s prior arrests at 
Lincoln and his family connections there, while the former three personally knew 
Sawyer. Each stated that they would do everything possible to secure his appre- 
hension and secure information which would assist in same, and watch possible 
Lincoln contacts of Sawyer. 
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An examination of the arrest blotter, by jailor and Deputy Sheriff 
Henry Craig, disclosed his arrest as Harry Sawyer, January 4, 1920, for auto 
theft, released on bond January 6, 1920 and arrested Ifey 17,1920, released on 
bond May 19, 1920. His address in the first instance was recorded as 2117 Sherdon 
Avenue, Ctaaha and later arrest as 2107 Sherman Avenue, Omaha, but is believed 
fomier was in error, and that the latter address is correct. 

A confidential informant, whom Agent considers absolutely reliable 
and in the best possible position to furnish information concerning subject 
Sawyer’s past connections at Lincoln, Nebraska and whose name Agent promised not 
to reveal to other than the Bureau, furnished the following information: 


That about five years ago an investigation was made by LaCuardia, 
then in charge of the Narcotic Bureau at St. Paul, Minnesota, at Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka, and it was ascertained that ftirry Sawyer was then head of a dope ring which 
was running narcotics from St. Paul to Sioux City, Iowa, Lincoln, Nebraska, 

Denver, Colorado -and possibly othor points, and that the Lincoln contact was Guy 
Orcutt, whom Sawyer formerly knew, and then and now operating a cigar store in 
the 100 block on North 14th Street, Lincoln, Nebraska; that Orcutt was still a 
shady character at Lincoln and would probably be Sawyer’s most likely contact 
there; that he understood that contacts of Sawyer at Sioux City, Denver and other 
points were also found during that investigation; that one Iouis Bencro a former 
Lincoln retired Italian fruit merchant, who has formerly had contacts with Ray 
and Sam Sai^lovich at the Nebraska Auto Exchange, 1724 0 Street at Lincoln, is 
also a former friend of Harry Sawyer , ana is now believed to oe residing at Santa 
Monica , California, but visits in Lincoln, new and then, and might be a possible 
contact between Harry and these two brothers, or might be visited by Harry in 
California; that the son of Iko Cooper, deceased, many years since Chief of Police 
at Lincoln, known as "BABE” Cooper and formerly worked on the icc wagon of tne 
old Lincoln Cold Storage Company, later merged with the Beatrice Creamery Com- 
pany is said to freauently drive automobiles from the Nebraska Auto Exchange 
out into the state, and might -Iso be a possible contact between the Sandloviches 
end subject Sawyer; that while he has heard rumors that Hurry Sawyer was at his 
mother’s home one night, just after her death, in May, 1034, he has been unable 
to secure any definite information on this; that through various avenues available 
to him he would make discreet inquiry and secure such further information 
possible which would assist in the apprehension of Sawyer, including C-uy Orcutt ’s 
operations and possible contact with Sawyer and his brothers; street address of 
Louis Benero at Santa Monica, California, end employment of "Babe” Cooper by tne 
Nebraska Auto Exchange. 
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While A, vent is not well acquainted with Guy Orcutt, yet many years 
since he had some business dealings with him, is familiar with his local repu- 
tation and believes is a very likely contact for Barry Sawyer. However, it is not 
the opinion of the various parties interviewed, that Sawyer would risk coming to 
the vicinity of Lincoln. 

On March 2nd, A- ant arranged with Trey Gillespie, Postmaster, Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, for a fifteen-day cover on all mail coming to the following ad- 
dresses :

On February 27th, Mr. Jack Cohen, Attorney of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
called at the Ctnaha office and stated to SAC Hanni that he was representing the 
Sandiovich family of Lincoln, Nebraska, and that he had come to this office for 
the purpose of assuring the Government that the relatives of Harry Sawyer at. 
Lincoln, Nebraska have absolutely nothing to do with him, would not harbor him 
or give him refuge of any sort, and that if they at any time should come in 
possession of information as to Harry Sawyer's whoroaoouts, they would immediately 
communicate by telephone with the Omaha Bureau Office. Mr. Cohen himself stated 
that he would urge the brothers of Harry Sawyer as well as his sisters to assist 
the Government ±n locating Harry Sawyer, and that he, Cohen, . ould undertake steps 
on his own effort to learn where Sawyer may oe located. 


An opportunity '~>slz taken to inform Mr. Cohen that tho Government 
desires the apprehension of Harry Sawyer and would bo severe with anyone found 
to have given Harry Sawyer aid and refuge since he has b^en publicly announced as 
being a fugitive from justice. Ho was also informed that no matter who the person 
may be that harbored Sawyer, ho ~ould be prosecuted unaer the Federal Hsrooring 
Statute. Cohen was questioned for the purpose of learning whether or not he or 
Sawyer's brothers in Lincoln have any information or idea as to where Harry Sawyer 
is located. However, no information in that respect could be obtained. 

On January 22, 1935, an indictment was filed in the United States 
District Court in the District of Minnesota, Third Division at St. Paul, against 
Harry Sawyer, alias Harry Sandiovich, charging that between December 1, 1933 and 
May 1, 1934, he conspired with Alvin Karpavicz alias Alvin Karpis, Arthur Barker, 
Volney Davis, Ikrry Campbell and several others to transport the kidnap victim 
Edward G. Bremer from St. Paul, Minnesota to Bensonville, Illinois and to hold 
him for $200,000.00 ransom. On January 24, 1935, a bench warrant was issued, and 
his bond fixed at §100,000.00. 
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MOTLB EATON was born in Des Moines, Iowa, March 14, 1902, her 
maiden name being Myrtle Hubbard. Her father died a number of years ago, and her 
mother re-married a man by the name of Alvin Baber with whom Myrtle and her listers 
never got along, so they left home at an early age. L^yr tie’s father died a few 
years a^o, and Baber is said to have left Des Moines but occasionally returns for 
a visit. Myrtle is not on speaking terms with her step-father. Myrtle had two 
sisters - Elsie Hubbard, who married Lawrence Bud Joyce of Des Moines and who 
later served a sentence in Minnesota State Penitentiary for rcboery, and about 
three years ago while Elsie was enroute to see her husband, she was killed in an 
automobile accident. The younger sister, Ruby Hubbard Peterson Jones is divorced 
from her husband, Richard Jones, but they are now residing together in Ruby’s 
house at 1113 Southeast Kirkwood Avenue, Des Moines, Iowa. Myrtle as a young girl 
was known to hustle and walk the streets in Des Koines. She xater started living 
with one Muriel Rolls of Des Moines, who about ten years ago killed a man and dis- 
appeared and has not been heard from since. She then smarted living with "Boots” 
Frew, and upon separating from him went to live with Clarence "Doc" iaton. When 
"Dec" Eaton was sent to the Minnesota State Penitentiary on a bank robbery charge. 
Myrtle moved to St. Paul, Minnesota and became the paramour of Andy Rothmeyer. 

About two years ago when she became acquainted with vTi^liem weaver, subject of this 
case, she became his paramour. Myrtle .oaton is known to the Police as a shoplifter 
and fur booster and has the following record of arrests: 

As Myrtle Eaton, #5305 PD, Des Moines, Iowa, arrested in 1927 for liquor 
investigation, at which time she was associating with Andy Rothmeyer. They 
were picked up at tha Fort Des Moines Hotel, but were subsequently released; 

As Ruth Martin, # 3113 PD. Minneapolis, Minn., arrested on 2-27-30, charged 
with grand larceny in connection r ith shoplifting. She was lined &100.00 
on March 10, 1930 when the charges were changed tc petty larceny; 

As Sue Bond, #22402 PD, St. Paul, Minn., arrested on 12-9-30, charged with 
shoplifting. On December 19, 1930 these charges were dismissed by the 
County Attorney; 

As Alice Martin, #5805 PD, Dos Moines, Iowa, arrested on 12-29-31 for in- 
vestigation hut was not held. At the time of this arrest she was in com- 
pany v/ith Cl yda Nimerick and his wife, who were known as Mr. and Mrs. C. D. 
Harris, John Waters alias "Go -About" Riley and his wife, Nina Snyder. 

Myrtle was in company with "Doc" Eaton who was net arrested at the time. All 
of these subjects were found in the Northwestern Hotel in Des Moines. Clyde 
Nimcrick was the only one held, and he was turned over to the authorities at 
Kansas City, Missouri on a bank robbery charge and subsequently jumped a 
bond of #20,000.00. 

In connection with the two arrests of Myrtle Eaton in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, she was accompanied by an Elsie McHanory of Des Moines, Iowa, who 
is now living with Jimmy Morphy a gambler, and they reside in the New Albany Hotel 
in Dos Moines, Iowa. 
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Turtle Eaton as the paramour of Andy Rothneyer resided in an 
apartment at 565 Portland Avenue, St. Paul, Minnesota for approximately six or 
seven years. Rothmeyer maintained thin apartment for her, he being a well-to-do 
saloon keeper, with a plane of business at 949 f • 7th Street, St. Paul. He is 
married, has several children, one of whom is a nurse in a hospital in Duluth, 
Minnesota. 


It is not known just when "Bill" 7/eaver became acquainted with 
Myrtle Baton, but it appears from reports that he became intimately acquainted 
with her during the summer of 1953 when they made various trips together to lake 
resorts in andVround St. Paul. About the raid die of September, 1933 "Bill" 

W-aver rented a flat above 777 Selby Avenue, St. Paul, which was over the beer 
gardens known as the Moonlight Gardens, and operated by one Harry Mailer. Myrtle 
Baton is known to have stayed r, ith him in his flat at various times. 

On October 23, 1933, Myrtle Baton was in an automobile accident 
T 7 i th a girl known as Madeline and v/as seme what seriously injured. They, were 
attended by Dr. l-fenry Ka 11. On December 7, 1933 Myrcle Baton and Bill ■ eaver 
called at Dr. Hail’s office and paid vi50.00 on account and advised that they were 
soing to Des Moines, Iova to visit some of Myrtle’s relatives and then were going 
to Galveston, Texas. An address was given to Dr. Hall at the time, but he sub- 
sequently was unable to find it. Dr. Hall identified the picture of Marjorie 
Meeting as being the Madeline with Myrtle Baton and vhc also accompanied her to 
Galveston, Tenas. 

A check of Turtle Baton’s telephone for the fall of 1933, up until 
the time she left 3t. Paul in January, 1954 reveals the following telephone calls 
r.iade : 

11-21-33, Main 3710 Minneapolis, Morts Lumber Company, 707 Penos Building; 

11-21-33, Regent 6633 Minneapolis, A. G. Morts, 2529 Garfield Avenue;

12- 24-33, a telephone call to the Sportsman Club, Des iviomes, lovra, telephone 

#3-7505 - this place was then operated by Dewey Burlovich ana "Go-About" Riley; 

12-25-33, a call to Locust 7750, Minneapolis, Oland P. Dolls, waiter, 3641 

Fourth Avenue, South; 

1-12-34, Locust 9948 Minneapolis, Mrs. J. B. Davenport, 4109 Columcus Avenue. 

Reports indicate that all of the Barker-Karris gang was in St. 

Paul from January 1 to 15, 1934; that shortly thereafter nearly all of the women 
members of the gang moved to Chicago, Illinois or vicinity. It is known^that Bix 
Weaver took an active part in the kidnaping of Edward Bremer and was at th.. hide- 
out a good deal of the time. In the statement of Paula Harmon, .dated at Chicago, 
Illinois, September 15, 1934, she mentions that she moved Chicago, Illinois ^ 

from St. Paul about January 15, 1934 and secured an apartment at 67th & St one y Island 
Avenue; that about January 26th William Weaver visited her at this apartment, and 
about February 1, 1934, Myrtle Baton came to Chicago and stayed with Bill Weaver. 

From this statement it would appear that about February 14, 1934 most of the Barker- 
Karris gang moved to Toledo, Ohio; however, Myrtle Baton and Bill ..eaVwr appear 
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to have broken away and gone to Aurora, Illinois to live. The first definite 
address of Myrtle Zaton and Bill leaver in Aurora, Illinois was obtained from 
Frank Burkell, 50 So. 4th Street, who advised that about the first of March, 1934 
he rented this couple a sleeping room in his home for about two weeks; that they 
used the name of Mr. and Mrs. Y'iiliam Thornton and later rented an apartment at. 

14 Claim Street, Aurora, Illinois and remained there until about the end of April, 
1934. 


During this period information was received that Myrtle Zaton and 
Bill heaver were also in Dee Moines, Iowa. This information is verified by the 
fact that on March S3, 1934, hill 'haver, under the name cf J. A. Crhood, pur- 
chased a Chevrolet coupe, motor #4135550, serial #1EA0313359, with black body, 
and steel-drummed tire cover, regular equipment with front and rear bumpers with 
bumper guards and had a Sportlito spotlight installed. .caver secured 1934 
Iowa license tags #77-34648 under the name of J. A. Crhood, e>17 i. 5th Street, 
which address is fictitious. About ten days after purchasing this car Weaver re- 
turned to the O'Day Chevrolet Company and had same serviced. This car^haa never 
been located to date. There appears to be quite a lapse cf time from February 8th, 
which was the date of Bremer's release, until March 23, 1934, that the whereabouts 
of Myrtle Zaton and Bill V/oavor is not definitely established, with the exception 
of two appearances in St. Paul, Minnesota. According to the statement that tdna 
Murry made at Kansas City, Missouri on February 12, 1935, after the others left 
for Toledo, Ohio about the middle of February, 1934, 2dna Murry and Vclnoy Davis 
returned to Chicago and remained ther^ for a week or ten days and then moved to 
Aurora, Illinois; that it was about three or four weeks thereafter that Myrtle 
Zaton and Bill Weaver came to Aurora. From the fact that weaver purchased a now 
car in Dos Moin-s on March 23rd and ten days later had it serviced there would, 
perhaps indicate that they had both lived in Dos Moines, Iowa after leaving Chicago. 

Myrtle Zaton and Bill "caver resided a:, shown in Aurora, Illinois 
until April 26, 1934 and then drove to Toledo, Ohio where the other members of the 
Barker-Karpis gang were living. Reports do not shew clearly where Myrtle .Alton and 
Bill Weaver resided, but that they were in contact with the gang. About tec end 
o^ May, 1934 thov moved to a cottage on Lake Brie not far from Sandusky, Ohio, 
but according to‘thG statement of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Will-rub. at Grand Forest 
Beach near Sandusky, Ohio, the> did not rent a cottage to Mr. and Mrs. Orhood 
which was the alias used by Myrtle and Bill until the latter part of June. They 
took the cottage until September 4, 1934. The Orhoods rave their previous addross 

as 1711 F Street, Toledo, Chio. 


During July, 1934 this Agent interviewed Charles Eaton at 1609 S.E. 
14th Street, Des Moines, Iowa and ■■as advised by him that his 13-year old daughter,. 
Myrtle Minnie Zaton was then visiting her uncle, Clarence "Doc" Eaten at Burlington, 
Wisconsin. According to the statement of Mrs. Y/illgrube on or about July 1, 1934, 
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Bill Weaver and Myrtle Eaton left Sandusky, Ohio ostensibly for Eau Claire, Wiscon- 
sin to pick up their two small children. They returned about five days later 
with little Winnie and Bettie Eaton. From information appearing in reports^lfrrtle 
and Bill left Grand Forest Beach near Sandusky, Ohio about the end of August and 
took the two children uith then and headed for an unknown destination. 

Other reports indicate that some time in September Edna Murry and 
Vi Gregg went through Aurora, Illinois and advised parties tnere that they were 
on their way to Des Moines to see Myrtle Eaton who was very ill, and that Vi Gregg 
was intending to take the train from there to Montana. later towards the end of 
October, one Lloyd Hobson, a bootlegger of Aurora, Illinois, claims to have seen 
Myrtle Eaten in Des Moines. Myrtle Eaton at the time was reported to have separated 
from Bill Weaver because the Government was looking for him. From time to time 
during the late fall, word was received by Agent from various sources that Myrtle 
Eaton was in and out of Des Moines, but no definite information could be obtained 
as do vfhere she was actually living. 

During the course of this Agent »s investigations at Dos Moines 
in an effort to locate Myrtle Eaton, word was received that she and Bill leaver 
wore in town with a girl known as "Big" Marie and her man; that they had come f ran 
St. Paul. "Big" Marie was described as being in her early twenties and weighing 
around 200 pounds, and is reported to have been a former prostitute in Des Moines 
but now working her trade in St. Paul. Interview was nad by tnis agent and other 
agents of the St. Paul office with Harry Miller of 777 Selby Avenue, St. Paul 
during July, 1934, at which time he gave information that Bill 'leaver and Myrtle 
Eaton came to see him in St. Faul a few weeks after .Brener was returned and paid 
Weaver’s rent. They again dropped in to see him aboux two mcnchs after £>remer 
was returned. Miller further states that during June, 1934 Myrtle Eaton tele- 
-ohened to Andy Rothmeyer on two occasions, and about ten days prior to the inter- 
view, which would be around the first of July, Myrtle called Rothmeyer from Des 
Moines and told him where the Buick car which he had given her was located. This, 
therefore, coincides with the story of Mrs. Vfillgrube of Grand forest Lake near. 
Sandusky, Ohio that Weaver and Myrtle Eaton left Sandusky about July 1st ostensibly 
going to Eau Claire, Wisconsin. However, it ap- ears very possible that they came 
to Des Moines, Iowa and picked up the two children and then returned to Sandusky, 
Ohio. The statement of Charles Eaton about the middle of July to this agent that 
his small daughter, Winnie Baton, was in Burlington, Wisconsin would appear to be 

untrue . 

In an interview with Andy Rothmeyer who came tc the St. Pain. 

Bureau Office on June 21, 1934 with victim Edward G. Bremer, who^introduced Roth- 
meyer as a life-long friend, he claimed that he last saw Myrtle Eaton in February, 
19ZA and had not heard from her since then. She told him upon leaving town that 
if she was not back by June 15th he should remote the furniture from her apartment 
and store same. It would appear that Rothmeyer, shortly before coming to the St. 
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Paul office, accompanied by vicxira Bremer, had received a telephone call from 
Myrtle Baton instructing him to store her furniture. On June P-2, 1934, the 
furniture of Myrtle Eaton 7 /as moved and placed in storage at the Ballard Storage 
Garage & Transfer Company 6 Z. 4th Street, St. Paul.

D. Brown, Chicago, Illinois, 
dated 11-12-34, pages 58 and 59 there appears an interview with Joe Fisher, brother 
of Clara Gibson, the latter being a shoplifter. Clara Gibson frequently made 
trips to New York and stayed with a Rose Atkins, who originally cane from Newark, 
New Jersey, her husband being Jack Atkins. Rose is known as "Big” Rose and is 
now reported operating a house of prostitution in Kansas City, Missouri. 


In this Agent's investigations at Des Moines 
reported running with a shoplifter from New York by the name 
connections there.

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"Informant further advised that Abe Kaplan and Frank Nitti, and 
other Capone men, are no^r around Omaha. Frank Nitti formerly had the Valley Springs 
Rectifier and when the code went into effect, this place was closed down. Nitti 
is now supposed to be using the Arrow Rectifier near Omaha as a front and is 
putting Manhattan 7/hiskey on the market. The informant stated that he had received 
information that it v/ao Frank Nitti *s gang which put danfelt on the spot, rfenfelt 
being one of the large liquor dealers in Omaha, who was recently killed, 

"Deputy Marshal Dawson at Des lioine3 advised Agent that about a 
year ago Harold "Vfr itcy" Anderson, with his wife and his V7ife*s sister, were 
arrested in Des Moines on a Federal liquor charge; chat he believes there was also 
a nurse arrested at the same time with these parties, who came from 3t. Paul.

In connection with the above regarding Frank Nitti, an anonymous 
letter was received February 10, 1934, postmarked at DjS :.ioiuos, stating that a 
Dick or Harold Moore, a hail insurance salesman at Ores ton, Iowa had sold a farm 
to some gangsters. In this connection* the report of Special Agent R.B. Donaldson, 
Detroit, "Michigan, dated September 11, 1934- covers an interview had with a Gas 
Kahn in the Michigan State Penitentiary to th« effect that Frank Nitti, an A1 Capone 
gangster , had a place near Crcston, low - a . Efforts by thu Omaha ofiice to locate 
this farm hove not been successful. In this connection, information has been ob- 
tained from time to time in Des Moin.s to the effect that Frank Nitti flys to Omaha, 
Nebraska from Chicago and lands at the Ft. Crook flying field. Thu various con- 
tacts in Omaha are said to be Sam House, who ope* rates thu Diamond Cigar otore on 
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16th Street near. Howard Street and maintains a gambling place in the Carlton Hotel. 
House is reported to be the head of the dope racket in Omaha. Charles Hutter is 
reported to be the owner of the New Maryland Club on Albright Road. This was 
formerly known as Hyatts Place. Geo. "Dutch" Volker, an ex-convict, is reported to 
be the operator of the Clover-Leaf Club on 15th Street near Douglas. Dick Lindsay 
is reported to be running a joint at 24th & L Streets in South Omaha. Several 
months ago Harry Hanfelt, reported to have been head of the liquor racket in Omaha, 
was killed in^front of his home. His partner, Cy Silver, is reported to live at 
Room #023, Paxton Hotel, which is the leading hotel in town, but the manager there 
refuses to furnish any information. Automobiles of various gangsters are reported 
to be stored at the Paxton Garage, which is operated by Heinie Borsky. Hanfelt* s 
daughter has recently been visiting Frank Walters of Sioux City, Iowa who operates 
a beer tavern known as The Valley Gardens. Myrtle Eaton is reported to be a close 
friend of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Walters, and several months ago was likewise reported 
to have been visiting with them. The U. S. National Bank of which Gwyer F. Yates 
is the president, is reported to be the Omaha underworld banking depository. 

On January 22, 1935, an indictment was filed in the United States 
District Court in the District of Minnesota, Third Division at St. Paul, against 
Myrtle Eaton, alias "Mert", charging that between December 1, 1933 and May 1, 1934, 
she conspired with Alvin Karpavicz alias Alvin Karpis, Arthur Barker, Volney Davis, 
Harry Campbell and several others to transport the kidnap victim Edward G. Bremer 
from St. Paul, Minnesota to Bensonville, Illinois and to hold him for $200,000.00 
ransom. On January 24, 1935, a bench warrant was issued, and her bond fixed at 
315,000.00.

Reference Is made to yoiy letter dated April 5, 1935 concerning the disposi— 
tion to be made of theft>ersonal property of „ Subject Volney Davis, which is 
now being held at the Uhlcago Bureau Office* 


Special Agent R. C. Suran, of this Office, conferred with Assistant united 
States Attorney Leo Hassenauer concerning - this matter. Mr. Hassenauer ad- 
vised that it was his opinion that theproperty should remain in its present 
status, that is, in the custody of thia Bureau. He stated that the proper- 
ty could not be turned over to the united States Marshal because Davis was 
never in the custody of the Marshal, and the Marshal was not in possession 
of any writ for the purpose of serving the same on Davis. 


Mr. Hassenauer further advised that no purpose would be served at the pre- 
sent time by having the Court order the property turned over to this Bureau 
as the property was not of the character which could be used by this Bureau, 
such as an automobile. He stated that it was his opinion that no action 
should be taken relative to this property until Subject Davis, or someone 
acting in his behalf, attempted to have the same returned to Davis. He 
stated that in the event anyone took action for the return of this proper- 
ty before Subject Davis was taken into custody, he would vigorously oppose 
any such action on the ground that Davis was a fugitive and was not coming

Illinois. Under date of March 19, 1935, Mr. Edwards replied and advised ~

Reference is made to the letter from the Jacksonville Office, 
dated March 28, 1935, containing information reported to that office by 
Guy Reeve, United States Marsha^ to the effect that he had been ad- 
vised by one Bart A .-fp.il ey, af/attomey of Miami, Florida, that he would 
probably represent Jo© H.fAdams, one of the defendants charged in the 
indictments now pending in the Southern Pistrict of Florida with harbor- 
ing Alvin Karpis. 


It is noted that Mr. Riley has stated that the Bureau has no 
evidence whatsoever on Adams to substantiate the charges contained in 
the indictments, and that if he were retained to represent Adams he 
would show and produce evidence to prove that for weeks during October 
and November, 1934, Bureau agents were guests at the El Comodoro Hotel 
in Miami, Florida, and while there had ample opportunity to observe and 
identify Karpis and other members of the mob, but that they did not ar- 
rest any of them. Mr. Riley further stated that Special Agents of 
the Bureau were in Ocala, Florida the night of January 15, 1935, the day 
before Kate and Fred Barker were killed, and that during this night 
Kate and Fred Barker attended a picture show in Ocala and that the agents 
attended the same show, and sat near these two persons, but did not ar- 
rest them, and at that time they knew full well where both Kate and Fred 
resided, and the next morning, January 16, 1935, these agents, together 
with other agents, proceeded to Oklawaha, Florida, and killed them. 


Special Agent in Charge Alt advises that Bart A. Riley is an 
attorney at Miami, Florida, and well known to him; that he is a native of 
Florida, bom in Key Rest, and is now between 35 and 40 years of age; 
that he is considered intelligent and alert, and is a fighter in court, 
and furthermore, he is very well acquainted in Dade County, of which 
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Memo for the Director - 2 - April 6, 1935 

Miami is the County Seat. Mr. Alt states that the practice of Riley 
is mostly in criminal courts and that during prohibition, his clients 
Y7ere principally liquor law violators. His reputation as an attorney ^ 
is not the best, and his practices at times have been considered very 
questionable. According to United States Marshal Reeve, Riley bears 
watching at all times. 

Relative to the statements attributed to Riley, Special Agent 
in Charge Connelley, in a teletype message dated at Chicago, Illinois, 

March 30, 1935, advised that Special Agent in Charge J. H. Hanson, Special 
Agents L. J. Metcalfe, P. C. Dunne, R. E. Peterson, M. C. Falkner, and 
H. C. Douglas arrived in Miami at 2:45 p.m., on November 17, 1934» At 
3: 10 the following morning, the late Inspector S. P. Cowley and Special 
Agent H. E. Hollis, accompanied by Special Agents C. 0. Hurt and C. G. 
Campbell, arrived in Miami to verify the report that an automobile formerly 
in the possession of Subject Karpis had been traced to the possession of 
Duke'WRandall • 

On November 18, 1934, Agents Douglas and Falkner checked in at 
the El Comodoro Hotel and checked out on the following day. Special 
Agents Hurt and Campbell checked in at the El Comodoro Hotel on November 
19, 1934, for the purpose of observing the activities of Duke Randall. 

.AT 1 the agents heretofor^\mentioned remained in Miami until November 21, 
1934, when all departed frbm Miami, except Resident Agent Roger Main and 
Special Agents Campbell and Hurt. The latter two agents remained in 
Miami, Florida, to continue the search for Alvin Karpis and other members 
of the gang. They checked out of the El Comodoro on November 21, 1934, 
and registered at the LaSalle Hotel, 844 Collins Street, Miami Beach, 
Florida, and thereafter checked various night clubs, golf courses, saloons, 
etc., without developing any definite leads. 

About December 1, 1934, Agehts Hurt and Campbell moved to 238 . 
Northeast 36th Street, Miami, and continued their investigations without 
result. On December 6, 1934, both agents were ordered by the Bureau to 
proceed at once to San Francisco, California. On January 16, 1935, 

Special Agents S. K. McKee and C. G. Campbell registered at the El 
Comodoro Hotel, to make contact with E. L. Gray, the clerk in the hotel. 

On Sunday, January 20, 1935, Agents McKee and Campbell departed for 
Habana, Cuba. 

With the above dates in mind, the register of the El Comodoro 
Hotel, Miami, Florida, reflects that the subjects of the above entitled 
investigation registered as follows:

Mr. Connelley, in his teletype, points out that from the 
above dates, it would appear that the only time that subjects of 
this investigation resided at the El Comodoro Hotel at the same 
time as did the agents would be November 18, 1934, provided Dolores 
4- Delaney had checked out of the hotel after the agents had registered 
in on this date. 

Relative to the statement that Bureau agents had attended 
the same moving picture show as did Fred and Kate^-Barker, Special 
Agent in Charge Connelley advises that on January 15, 1935, he and 
Special Agent R. D. Brown left Ocala, Florida at 1 p.m. and proceeded 
to Gainesville and Jacksonville, Florida; that they departed from 
Jacksonville, Florida, at 7 p.m. that same day and returned to Ocala 
around 9:30 p.m., and that Special Agents Madala, Jones and Campbell 
went to the Marion Hotel, Ocala, Florida, awaiting instructions to 
be immediately available. From 9*30 p.m. to about 1 a.m., Special 
Agents Jones, Campbell and Brown were at Oklawaha, Florida, inter- 
viewing! confidential informant Franlf Barber and verifying that Kate 
and Fred Barker were still at home. These agents were also endeavor- 
ing to determine whether Harryj Campbell and his woman companion ex- 
pected to return to the house occupied by the Barkers that night.

There is transmitted herewith an excerpt from an affidavit of 
Acting Postmaster Forest C. Muir of the fourth— class post office at 
Raytown, Mo., dated March 23, 1935 with reference to mail addressed to 
George L. Harper, Lock Box 12, at that office being obtained from postal 
custody by Special Agents Richard P. Shanahan and V. T. Parry of the 
Kansas City, Mo., office of the Division of Investigation. 

The statements of the acting postmaster indicate that Special 
Agent Shanahan at least is probably chargeable with interception of 
mail in violation of 18 U.S.C. 317 (Section 2347 of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations), and the matter is brought to your attention for appropriate 
action. 

Copies of the receipts given to the acting postmaster by the 
special agents for the letters addressed to Mr. Harper are attached also, 
and it is requested that you direct that the letters be returned to the 
post office at Raytown at once. 

Your letter of May 28, 1934 refers to the activities along somewhat

"O n February 25, 1935 Mr. Shanahan came to Raytown. Five letters 
for Harper were then in the post office box.

There would appear to be no doubt as to the legal irregularity itfyrrTTATiC 
of this transaction, although it is unfortunate that the Post c ® 1Q oc * 
Department insists upon a strict interpretation of legalities in ®al#r sib ^0 
involving the apprehension of dangerous, kidnaper criminal*, r In view - 
of the fact that both the Agent in Charge and the Bureab at Washington 
seem to have been placed on notice regar ding this action, the responsibility^ 
unless mitigating circumstances are ascertained, seems to_.be extended 
beyond the Special Agents involved. There would appear to be little, 
if any, investigative activity necessary but, in all probability, it ^ 
would be advisable for a Bureau official to proceed to Kansas City, anfi 
thence to Raytown, Missouri, for the purpose of indicating the Bureau’s 
attitude as to the serious character of this offense, if for no other 
reason. I have in mind that it will then be reported back to the Post 
Office Department that serious attention is being given the matter. 

Statements should be obtained from the Agents, the Agent in Charge, 
and the Acting Postmaster should be interviewed. 1. - 

I have pr epared a letter for the signature of the Attorney General, 

/to be sent to the Postmaster General, which is attached hereto. The idea 
would be that if this letter is transmitted to the Postmaster General 
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would obviate the necessity of a further report on the part of the Attorney 
General to the Postmaster General at the conclusion of our investigation. 

In the event these allegations are found to be correct, and I 
believe they are so, it will be necessary, I believe, to send out a 
Bureau bulletin rather sharply ca llin g the attention of all employees 
to the illegality of this procedure.

United States Attorney Sullivan called on the t e la* 
phone from St. Paul and said that he had had a writ of habeas 
corpus ad testificandum served upon Oliver A J Berg, a prisoner 
at Joliet, Illinois, in order that he might testify at the Bremer 
kidnaping trial in St. Paul. He said that they are worried 
that the defense interests might serve a contrary writ and for 
that reason desire that Berg be brought to St. Paul at the 
earliest possible moment. He said that the United States Marshal 
at Chicago could probably take care of the transportation in 
the matter of guarding and could probably furnish the expense 
for' transporting the prisoner and two guards, but what he would 
like would be for the Department to authorize Berg being 
immediately taken from Joliet to St. Paul by plane. . He asked 
that I {or some other Bureau official) use whatever influence 
may be possible upon the proper Departmental authority in order 
that the United States Marshal at Chicago will be immediately 
authorized to take the steps to bring about the transportation .: 
of Berg by plane from Joliet to St. Paul. I will, of course, 
do nothing in the matter pending instructions.

Heference is made to my telephone conversation with the Bureau on 
the night of April 10, 1935, indicating that information had been received 
from Acting Special Agent in Charge Coulter, St.Paul, to the effect that 
BELLE J^ORN had been located three miles outside of Mankato, Minnesota, on 
the property which she owned at that point, and that it had been noted 
that a nunfcer of large automobiles came and went at night at this place, 
indicating the possibility that some of the subjects might be there, or 
associating with her. Reference is also made to my letter of March 12, 

1935, directed to the St.Paul office, upon which this information is bas- 
ed, inquiry having been made at Mankato and vicinity by Special Agent 
Lawrence during the reek of April 8, 1935, end it was the result of his 
investigation which was consmnl ca ted to me and to the Bureau on the day in- 
dicated. 

Upon arrival at St.Paui information was obtained as to the data 
available at the St.Paul office, and later at Mankato I talked with Special 
Agent Lawrence of the St.Paul office and he indicated he had made contact 
with HERBERT L.'fcRANE, who lives on the top of the hill behind the valley 
in which is located the property of Belle Bom, three miles south of Mankato 
on Highway 169, she receiving her mail at this place under rural route 1, 
out of Mankato, Minnesota. Herbert L.Crane indicated that there was some- 
body staying at the place of Belle Bom with the occupant thereof, namely 
a Mrs'.* Neuenf el dt , and/^hereafter Crane had his wife, in suitable undercover 
manner; contact a MrsfsiIITH, who lives in a house located in the small 
valley off Highway 169, in close proximity to the property of Belle Bora. 
Mrs. Crane later advised that Mrs.Stoith had told her that Belle Bom was now 
at the place there with Mrs.Neuenfeldt; that a number of cars had come and 
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gone in the night , always apparently being gone in the morning. Some 
inquiry had been made by Agent Lawrence and other Agents of the St •Paul offioe 
to determine possibly who was at the place, and there had been noted an 
old sedan coming and going at this place, the license of which has not as 
yet been obtained due to the difficulty in being detected in trying to 
approach this particular house.

Subsequent inquiry develop- 
ed" that this party is JOHN SJ LAMINA, who apparently lives at this address 
with his mother Mrs. BARBARA LAMINA and his sister MARY LAMINA, his sister 
being employed at the grocery and dry goods store of Ben A. Pieser, 309 N. 
Front Street, Mankato, Minnesota; that there is also apparently another 
brother JOSEPH M. LAMINA, who is now believed to be located in Rochester; that 
this party Lamina is a bootlegger in Mankato; that apparently Mrs. Neuenfeldt 
is married to a party who spends only the weekends at the residence, and 
lamina makes his visits during the interim between her husband's visits* 

Subsequent confidential inquiry without disclosing the definite 
nature of what we were endeavoring to obtain, by Special Agent T. G. Melvin 
of Mr s. Smith, .who lives in the house previously described, developed that 
the last t imef FITZGERALD was at this place was one year ago last Christmas 
when he was introduced to her under the name o^fMurphy; that about Christ- 
mas time 1934, BELLE BORN returned to the place and was there for a short 
time and left, apparently coming to the place alone and possibly traveling 
by bus* Later, about three weeks ago, she again appeared at the place 
alone having come apparently by bus to Mankato, where they picked her up 
and took her out to her place. She remained at this pj.ace until Sunday 
April 7, 1935, when she left. At the present time there is nobody residing 
in the horns of Belle Born other than the Neuenfeldt woman* 

Observation was also made of the place occupied by OLLn/ ANDERSON, 
brother of Belle Born, he occupying a farm which is also owned by Bell® 

Born, and it was indicated by conditions there that apparently nobody was 
stopping with him, other than his own family, and observations at this 
place at night indicated no automobiles coming or going, and apparently 
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nothing unusual at the present time* 

The St.Paul office through Agent Lawrence and such other Agents 
as necessary will continue to check the situation at Mankato for the 
possible appearance of Belle Born, in order that if she again appears there 
she may be followed when she leaves there, as it is entirely probable that 
when she leaves Mankato she goes to join FITZGERALD* They will also arrange 
for suitable cover on the mail of both the address on Routd 1 and the farm 
of B&le Born where the brother lives, which is eleven miles north of 
Mankato* They will also check the property transfers at Mankato as it is 
indicated that Belle Born recently acquired a small piece of property imme- 
diately adjacent to her own property, three miles south of Mankato. They 
will also check the two banks there for any possible banking transactions 
she may have as to her personal account, or in connection with the purchase 
of the property in question, and they will also check the status of the 
tax payments on these various properties for possibility that sane lead 
may be obtained indicating the location of Belle Born, or the definite 
source through which she receives her mail. They will also check through 
the bus line and bus drivers there for possibility of the agent or bus 
drivers remembering her making the travel indicated, inasmuch as she is well 
known at Lfenkato and vicinity# 

Further detailed report will be submitted by Agents Melvin 
Iawrence of the St.Paul office as to the inquiry they make as above indi- 
cated. The JfCPaul office is endeavoring to establish suitable contacts

I.!r. Connelley called from Chicago to advise that the St- Paul of- 
fice had just called him and informed that they had located Belle Born on 
a farm near Mankato, Minnesota. For your information, Belle;^orn is the 
"f^irl friend" of Chari e ^/Fitzgerald. Mr. Connelley further stated that 
information is that a number of large cars are seen approaching and leaving 
the farm near Mankato, Minnesota late at night. I pointed out . 

Connelley that our only interest in Charles Fitzgerald has been the fact 
that he is a knov.n associate and advisor of the Barker-Karpis mob. I 
suggested to Mr. Connelley that this lead as to the location of the fugitive 
Bremer subjects appeared more immediate than the lead on^the island in 
Lake Erie and suggested that he take four or five men ana proceed immediately 
to St. Paul, Minnesota to arrange a proper surveillance of the farm occupied 
by Belle Bora. Mr. Connelley stated that he believed this procedure very- 
desirable and that he would leave Chicago as soon as possible, arriving in 
St. Paul sometime Thursday morning. 

I pointed out to Mr. Connelley that in a situation of this kind 
we should consider the relative fact of apprehending the. various subjects 
and conseouently should not make any premature move to raio this farm until 
vre had ascertained by e discreet and careful surveillance the identity of 
the persons visiting the farm, in order that the raid coulc be indefinitely 
postponed if desirable until the major subjects in this case were -noun to 
have returned to the farm.

Reference is respectfully made to your inquiry as to why the 
Bureau Supervisor did not ascertain the defects and shortcomings in investi- 
gative reports, which Assistant United States Attorney Gramling of the 
Southern District of Florida commented upon in This communication addressed 
to Mr. Alt of the Jacksonville Office, under date of March 22, 1935* A 
point by point statement of fir. Gramling’ s criticisms is set out hereinafter.

Mr. Gramling states that nowhere in any of the case <~ 
reports submitted to him does there appear any recitation of evidence to show 
that Alvin Karpis indicted at St. Paul in the Bremer Kidnaping case, is in fact 
identical with the individual who under the name of Wegner resided and was 
harbored in Florida and Cuba, nor does it appear from the investigative 
reports that it is possible for the Government to identify him as that person. 
It may be pointed out with reference to this comment that the photographs of 
Karpis Used by Agents investigating this matter in Florida were the identical 
photographs which were used in the St. Paul District in effecting an identifica- 
tion of Karpis as the individual who purchased the flashlights which were sub- 
sequently recovered in the case and which identification resulted in the in- 
dictment of Karpis. The legal question arising from this evidence in so far 
as it is necessary in Florida is similar to that presented in removal hearings 
where it is necessary to prove the identity of a person as being identical with 
the person criminally charged in another judicial district, end the Bureau’s 
procedure in such matters is to consult the interested * prosecuting attorney 
for the purpose of determining. what evidence he desires, to prove identity in 
each case. This procedure would be followed in this case. In this regard, it 
may be stated that the St. Paul Office has been instructed to forward to the 
United States Attorney for the Southern district of Florida a copy of the

Mr. Gramling refers to references appearing in the' investigative 
reports to one WillieyHsrrison, and requests information identifying him . as the 
Uiilie Harrison indicted at St. Paul or suggests that if he /iBrinol'i.diwitfcal, 
his connection should be ascertained by further investigation. The Willie 
Harrison referred to in the reports prepared in Florida is, of. course, identi- 
cal with the subject indicted at St. PfeuX^^^DB&juiing ’ s /^if^culty^ in this

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regard arises from the fact of course that he is not familiar with the 
entire Bremer case, and is not acquainted with the names of the various 
individuals set out therein. The reporting Agents of course prepare their 
investigative reports without specifically identifying the various individuals 
in each report, upon the assumption that the persons receiving copies of the 
reports know the identity of the persons referred to. This procedure is 
satisfactory in the vast majority of instances but of course results in some 
difficulty in this particular instance, which difficulty could be removed 
by Mr. Gramling* s discussing the case with any Agent who had worked upon it. 

Mr. Gramling asks that the Bureau establish an alleged cawiection 
between Ces s in s/.’vlcDonald and Jeffersoi^Caffery, the United State ^Ambassador 
to the Republic" of Cuba, with particular reference to the knowledge "which 
these officers have of McDonald. In the same regard, Mr. Gramling suggests 
that an examination be made of the files of the American Consulate Snbassy 
in Havana for information in regerd to McDonald. The Bureau on March 9, 1935 
prepared for the signature of the Attorney General a letter to the Secretary 
of State, requesting that the information contained in the Consulates files 
be forwarded to the Bureau. Several dispatches have been received through 
the State Department, containing details concerning McDonald* s prior 
activities in Cuba, and as these dispatches are received, copies are being 
prepared and transmitted to the Jacksonville Office. I desire to state in 
this regard that the Bureau Supervisor had undertaken the obtaining of this 
information several weeks prior to the time that Mr. Gramling first protested 
the fact that he was not in possession of this information. Relative to in- 
vestigation for the purpose of ascertaining the connection between Cassius 
McDonald and Jefferson Caffery, I do not believe this is a matter which would 
appear material to a Bureau Supervisor at the time he reviewed the investiga- 
tive reports in this case. It is further pointed out that the dispatches 
above referred to explain the dealings which McDonald has had with the State 
Department representatives in Havana. 

Mr. Gramling states that it is indicated in one of the investiga- 
tive reports that Cassius McDonald had been the subject of prior "Department 
of Justice" investigation and suggests that it be determined whether this 
is in fact so, together with the substance of the prior investigation. A 
check of the Bureau files does not indicate that Cassius McDonald has ever 
been investigated by the Bureau, the only reference to him in the Bureau 
files other than the Bremer case being an interview conducted with him in 
the case entitled John H ^/Howard, et al, White Slave Traffic Act. This in- 
terview wo s conducted at Detroit, Michigan on January 11, 1923, for the purpose 
of ascertaining what, if any, connection McDonald had with the Howard case. 

At that time, McDonald was described as a bondsman for confidence men, end the 
investigation did not disclose that he was involved in this case. This informa- 
tion will be submitted to the Jacksonville Office. 

Mr. Gramling suggests that a sefe deposit box located in the National 
City Benk of Havana should be searched for the fingerprints of Alvin Karpis. As 
an abstract proposition of investigative procedure this sounds like an excellent 
idea, but practically it is of no merit, since the fact that Karpis* finger—

prints were found upon a safe deposit box in Havana would not be pertinent to 
or admissible in evidence of the charges for which criminal prosecution is 
being undertaken, namely , the harboring of Karpis in lorida by the various 
defendants . 

Mr. Gramling refers to shipments between the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta, Georgia, Havana branch and the Redemption Division of the Treasury 
Department at Washington, D. C., and asks whether the Treasury Department's 
Redemption ■ L i vision has recovered and identified any of the ransom money. 

Mr. Newby through prior contacts with the Treasury Department, particularly 
in the Lindbergh case, knew of his own knowledge that such a check was not only 
impractical but virtually physically impossible in the Treasury Department. 

In this same regard, Mr. Gramling suggests that steps be taken to insure the 
retention in the Havana Branch of the Federal Reserve Bank of that money which 
has been identified as ransom bills. An investigative report submitted by 
Agent Brown, covering his investigation in Havana, sets forth the fact that 
the bank officials will have impounded the Bremer ransom money in their posses- 
sion and will retain it in such a manner that it will be available in evidence, 
for the Government, when trial is undertaken. 

Mr. Gramling states that a report submitted by Agent Erown shows 
that one Manual Dupont, who was employed by the people alleged to be Karpis 
and the Delaney woman, was not shown a picture of the Delaney woman for full 
identification. Mr. Gramling points out that if the Delaney woman entered a 
plea of guilty to the charges preferred against her, this comment would not be 
pertinent, and since Dolores Delaney has entered a plea of guilty and has been 
sentenced, comment upon this matter is unnecessary. Mr. Gramling further points 
out that Karpis employed a Chinese cook and a young Cuban girl to work for him, 
but the report does not indicate that these parties were intervie?/ed for informa- 
tion concerning Karpis and his associates. This comment refers to employees in 
the house of Karpis which he occupied at Varadero Beach, Cuba. . Any information 
obtained from these individuals concerning Karpis' activities in Cuba would of 
course be of no evidentiary value in proving the indictments returned against 
Heller and his associates, charging them with harboring Karpis in Florida. 

Mr. Gramling states that Agent Brown's report indicates that George 
Harris and his wife visited at Varadero Beach with Karpis and Delaney and suggest 
that this visit be checked. George Harris, a saloon keeper of Havana, was one 
of the informants who furnished information to the Agents working upon this 
case. It is again pointed out that Mr. G ra mling's request for this investigation 
does not appear justified for contemplated prosecution in * lorida. 

Mr.' Gramling points out that the periodical "El Avance" on December 
4, 1934, contained a picture of Alvin Karpis. He pointed out that heller was 
never interrogated to determine whether he read this paper or had seen it. Mr. 
Gramling' s comment upon this matter is 'well founded and this investigation should 
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h&ve been conducted. Appropriate instructions will be issued to have it done, 


Ur. Gramling points out that Cash McDonald is supposed to have had 
some correspondence Frith Senatorj^Couzens and suggests tnat the Senator be 
interviewed reletive to his knowledge of McDonald. I cannot see the purpose 
or value of such inquiries. 

Mr. Gr aml ing points out that in Agent Brown* s report, a gambler named 
bimenez and a police officer name<j/ponzales visited McDonald at the Presidente 
Hotel in Havana but that these interviews were not "checked up on". Mr. Gramling 
suggests that these people be interrogated. This investigation constitutes a 
"shot in the dark", but might develop some information and accordingly it will 
be conducted. 


Mr. Gramling points out that in Agent Brown *s report he details 
inquiries made of a taxi driver in Havana named Agustin Cach^, Negrete, who Agent 
Brown states did not reveal all he knew. Mr. Gramling suggests that Negrete be 
further interviewed. This investigation should and will be conducted. 

Mr. Gramling suggests that all of the employees of the Park View Hotel 
should be "investigated", since those "having no love for Heller might give some 
valuable information". At the tiae that the Agents were conducting the investi- 
gation in Cuba, which 3s recorded in Agent Brown* s report, it would have been very 
undesirable to contact the various employees of the Park View Hotel, which is 
operated by Nathaniel Heller. It does not appear now, however, that such investi- 
gation would do any harm and it will be conducted. 

Mr. Gramling points out that Agent Brown’s report refers to a deal 
carried on between onejBolivar and oneAOrtega; he states that investigation to 
determine any facts which might be revialed through Ortega or further question- 
ing of Bolivar, should be conducted. This deal refers to money transactions in 
Cuba and will be further investigated. 


Mr. Gramling states that evidence should be available to the United 
States Attorney which will establish directly the identity of the Bremer ransom 
money. This information is, of course, included in the summapr report prepared 
in the St. Paul district, a copy of which is being furnished to the United states 
Attorney for the Southern District of Florida. 


]*r. Gramling points out that in November or early December, 1934, Agents 
Hurt and Campbell interviewed L. E. Gray, Assistant Manager of the El Commodore 
Hotel, and showed him photographs of members of the Barker-Karpis Gang. Mr. 
Gramling states that from the report it does not appear that the picture of Karpis 
was shown to Mr. Gray, nor that Gray was advised of the identity or histories of 
the defendants. Since receiving this communication, we have checked with the 
Chicago Office end have learned that Hurt and Campbell did not display Karpis 
photograph to the Assistant Manager of the El Commodoro Hotel. You will recall 
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-that these men were on special assignment in *lorida with Mr. Cowley during 
this period for the sole purpose of locating the fugitive subjects of the 
Bremer case. There is absolutely no justification for the failure of Agents 
Hurt end Campbell to display Karpis* photograph at the time that they were 
making inquiries there. , 

Mr. Gramling points out that a reference in Mr. Hanson* s report to 
the Miami Beach First National Bank as being closed and out of business is 
erroneous, since the institution is still in existence, Mr. Gramling is 
correct. There is, of course no way that a Supervisor at the b eat of Govern- 
ment could ascertain the incorrectness of such information. A letter is being 
addressed to Mr. Hanson, reprimanding his erroneous reporting of this information. 


Mr. Gramling in commenting further upon Mr. Henson* s report, makes 
reference to a letter found in a house located at 1121 N.E. 85th Street, which 
appears to have been written on a typewriter located in the office of Nathaniel 
H.lHeller, Manager of the Park View Hotel, and states that this angle was not 
followed to a logical conclusion. At the time that the Agents we re conducting 
this investigation at Havana, no inquiries were made at the Park View Hotel, 
since this hotel is operated by Nathaniel Heller who was at that time a prospec- 
tive defendant in this case. The Agents considered it undesirable to disclose 
the scope of their investigation, particularly involving Heller at that time. 
This matter will now receive proper attention in the Laboratory. 


Mr. Gramling points out that in Agent Hansons report, a reference 
is made in en interview ?dth Ter ese/ Carmichael to friends calling to visit the 
people named Green (Xarpis) on 85th Street, but states that no interrogation 
was made to determine the identity of such friends, nor was the Carmichael 
woman interrogated as to the subject of conversation held between the friends 
and the occupants of the house. Appropriate efforts will be made to have ^ 
the Carmichael woman identify any of the other subjects in this case as being 
the guests who appeared at the 85th Street residence. ^ 


Mr. Gramling complains that George Wilson, Manager of the EL Commodoro 
Coffee Shop, was never interrogated as to an? conversation which he ?iay have had 
with Mr Jr Knight , the f ether-in-law of Joe/^dams, concerning his, Wilson* s, having 
been interviewed by Bureau Agents. This inquiry will be made. Mr. Gramling also 
states that Knight should have been interrogated relative to his having talked 
with Joe Adams, regarding the identity of Karpis and other members, of the al- 
leged kidnaping gang. I feel that such inquiries will at best be a mere gesture, 
since it is obvious that Knight will not furnish any information which he con- 
siders in the least bit detrimental or incriminating to his son-in-law, Joe Adams 


Mr. Gramling points out that Page 130 nf Mr. Hanson* s report refers 
to correspondence which McDonald had with MariofArtesieno of Havana, ^sug- 
gests that the connection between these individuals be investigated. This in- 
vestigation will be conducted. 
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Mr, Grading asks whether evidence can be produced to show that 
Knight informed the defendant Adams of his converse tion with L. E* Gray, 
concerning his interview with the Bureau Agents, Obviously Knight will 
not make a statement in this matter. 

Mr. Gremlin g asks for evidence that Adams knew the identity and 
history of Karpis prior to January 16, 1935. Efforts ere being made to 
obtain this information. At the present time, we are endeavoring to locete 
periodicals or newspapers which carried Karpis* photograph and statements 
concerning his identity prior to that date. This is an item of circumstantial 
evidence which cannot be shown by direct proof, but can only be established 
by collateral evidence. 

Mr. Gramling asks for evidence to show that Adams, McDonald, Randall 
and Heller were aware that process for the apprehension end arrest of Karpis 
had been issued in the District of Minnesota. As indicated above, an effort 
is being made to locate periodicals containing photographs and information of 
this type. 

Mr. Gramling requests that investigation be made to determine whether 
persons in civil or military authority in the American Consulate in Cuba knew 
that Alvin Karpis was in *loride prior to the time that information was given 
to Agent Hanson by Miami Police officers. As indicated heretofore, efforts are 
being made to obtain the confidential files of the State Department representa- 
tives for the purpose of ascertaining just what inform? tion is contained therein. 

With reference to Mr. Gramling* s comments generally, it may be pointed 
out that many of them refer to evidence or information of a negative nature, 
which is not" ordinarily placed in an investigative report, unless there appears 
to be some particular reason therefor or some specific occasion for the report- 
ing of such data. The investigative reports submitted by Agents Brown and 
Hanson in this case were very lengthy and obviously could have been twice as 
long if negative statements and irrelevant material obtained as a result of 
inquiries were contained therein.
